“JURORS DELIBERATE LESS THAN 
TWO HOURS IN BENSATIONAL 
MURDER CASE. 


23 DAYS TAKEN UP FOR TRIAL 


1 Judge Instructs Jury to Vote Ac- 
quittal or Conviction of First 
Degree Murder. 


Corunna, Mich.—Forrest Higgins 
wags acquitted in circuit court here 
of the murder of his sweetheart, Lucy 
Wittum, in a lonely woods near here 
last March. The speedy verdict sur- 
prised those who had been following 
the case and the court was almost 
empty. Ten minutes after the find- 
ing of the jury, on its. second ballot, 
about two hours after being locked 
up, Higgins was on his way home. 

Only his brother was in court with 
him; his father, fearing the strain on 
his mother, having accompanied her 
home more than an hour before. 
Members of the Wittum family were 
in court and illy concealed their dis- 
appointment. Higgins at first seemed 
speechless, but in a few minutes re- 
covered himself and thanked the 
jurors. The first vote of the jury 
was 10 to 2 for acquittal and after 
luncheon, a second vote was unanim- 
ous. 

The 23-day trial came to an ‘end 
July 18 when Judge Collins, following 
a day of argument, charged the jury 
at 5:30 o'clock. 

The jurors were told by Judge Col- 
lins only two verdicts were possible, 
either an acquittal or conviction of 
first degree murder. They were 
warned not to let prejudice enter into 
their deliberations, the court taking 
pains to explain that Higgins was on 
trial for murder, not for leaving the 
girl, if her death was suicidal. Jurors 
were told they mugt not consider as 
an element in the case the finding of 
a revolver in Higgin’s automobile, 
and that every link in the chain of 
circumstantial evidence must be con- 
sidered complete for a conviction, 

The court roum was crowded dur- 
ing the afternoon session, spectators 
even hanging to the window sills and 
radiators. One woman found what 
she considered a pdint of vantage 
back of the judge’s bench. 


FORD REDUCES FREIGHT RATES 


DO. T. & J. Railroad Will Make Hauls 
at 20 Per cent Cut. 


Columbus, O.—The Detroit, Toledo 
& Ironton railroad, controlled by 
Henry Ford, Detroit automobile man- 
ufacturer, has filed with the Ohio 
state public utilities commission a 
new schedule of freight rates provid- 
ing for a 20 per cent reduction from 
present rates between points-on the 
line. 

The new schedule is to become ef- 
fective August 20. The new schedule 
for local point shipments, applies to 
all points throughout the system 
from Ironton, O., on the Ohio river, 
to Dearborn, Mich. 

This is the first Ohio railroad, and 
believed to be one of the first in the 
country to apmounce a voluntary re- 
duction in freight rates.

Of course, one 
scrub could be turned in and that dif- 
ference paid in cash but what is the 
use of cash when one can get a pre- 
mium of one cent per pound above 
market price and also save transpor- 
tation charges. 

So instead of the possible 13 Reg- 
istered bulls for Northeastern Mich- 
igan let us get busy and increase the 
number many fold, for surely here is 
the chance for every farmer who 
wishes to better his breeding stock. 

Personally I believe the best plan is 
for several farmers to join in secur- 
ing the best bull pussible. Every far- 
mer should be interested in this train. 
IT hope it will be so successful that 
similar trains, having pure bred sires 
of other breeds for exchange, can be 
run. 

But let us get rid of as many scrub 
bulls as possible and secure as mony 
of these Registered sires as we can.

ISLANDS FOUND BY SPANIARD 


Solomons, in the Southern Pacific, 
Were Discovered in 1567 by 
Alvare de Mendana. 

The Solomon islands, in the south. 
ern Pacific, long before Australia was 
discovered, were known 
voyagers. In 1567 a famous Spanish 
navigator named Alvare de Mendana 
sailed from Peru to discover a great 
south continent. Three months’ cruls- 
ing brought him to the Solomons and 
Ysabel island, which he named, as his 
log states, “after his much-loved 

wife.” 

Mendana cruised for six months In 
the group, and was so Impressed with 
the richness and fertility of these 
tropic Innds that be named them the 
Solomons, in the hope that on his re- 
turn his countrymen would  belleve 
they were the source from which King 
Solomon. obtained the gold for hig 
grent temple. This story, he thought, 
would encourage the colonization of 
the ftslands, and he conceived the 
vainglorious ambition of becoming tha 
king of a new Spain. On hfs return 
home,. so brightly did he paint the 
prospects that he was soon able to 
prepare an expedition of many hun- 
dreds of settlers, Including his wife 
and her three brothers. In the party 
were also two sailors, afterward 
known to fame as connected with the 
discovery of Australia—Fernandez de 
Quiros and Fuis Vaes de Torres. 

The expedition failed through sick- 
ness and bad management; in fact, 
it never renched the Solomons at all, 
but insterd—owing to faulty naviga- 
tlon—arrived at the northern fslands 
of the New Hehrides group. Here after 
a few months, Mendnna died, a disap- 
pointed and broken-hearted man. 


‘GREAT TUN OF HEIDELBERG 


Constructed in the Middle Ages, Mon. 
ster Receptacle Held 528 Hogs- 
heads of Wine. 

The constructior of the great tun of 
Heidelberg, tn the castle of the Princes 
Palatine of the Rhine, was begun fr 
1589 nnd was not finished until mora 

thnn two years later. 

It was composed. of benms twenty: 
seven feet long and had a diameter of 
eighteen feet. The fron hooping was

Voluminous Dresses of Women. 

The Nepalese women wear yards 
upon yards—-sometimes ug iInvAny AS A 
hundred—of fine musiin plaited to 
form a huge fan-shaped bunch in front, 
the back being quite Ught. When a 
lady of rtnk drives in her barouche 
she campletely fills the carriage with 


Above the skirt a vivid ttle tight-fit- 
ting jacket, usually of velvet, is worn; 
the hair is dressed In a peculiar knot 
in front, above the forehead, and fas- 
tened to one side by an enormous gold 
plaque with a jeweled center. A 
heavy gould necklace and gold bangles 
complete her jewelry. Every imag- 
inable shude ts used—purple, pale 
blue, green, carmlne, orange, white, 
yellow, turquoise, and deep red—and 
the effect 1s wonderful. 

At the time of state ceremonies the 
streets are filled with processions of 
elephants in gorgeous trappings, 
horses and ponies, brilliant military 
uniforms, and the usual crowd of 
good-natured, pleasure-loving people. 
the whole agatast the background of 
the old temples and natura) surround- 
ings making a wonderful spectacle. 

The journey into Nepal is not an 
easy one. At first there is a track 
through the forest, but &s soon as the 
outer hilis are reached the road loses 
itself in the bed of a stream, up which 
the bearers pick their way with diffi- 
culty over and among great boulders. 
The official road finally goes over the 
very rough track across the Chandra- 
giri pass and down the almost {m- 
passable road on the other side into 
the Nepal valley. The last portion 
of the descent ig down a long stair- 
case of roughly-placed blocks of stone, 
and it is marvelous how the laden men 
and ponies keep their footing on tt. 

In the Nepal Valley. 

From the foot of the pnss an exre}- 
lent carriage road into the town of 
Khatmandu runs through the valley 
teeming with people, towns, palaces, 
temples, and Snnumerable — shrines. 
There are miles of such good carriage 
roads within the valley, mostly con- 
structed in Jung Bahadyr’e time, and 
carriages and pairs, and occasionally 
a fourin-hand are constantly used by 
the palace people. 

In this valley, where the shrines 
alone are said to number more than 
2,700, the buildings present an amaz-

The most striking buildings of Ne- 
pal’s comparatively modern capital, 
Khatmandu, ere, perhaps, those com- 
posing the Durbar palace, with [ts 
many quadrangles and pugoda-shaped 
roofs, full of chambers and courts 
with small communicating doors eas- 
ily closed, which enable the {nhabl- 
tants to defend themselves in case of 
political disturbances, which are not 
infrequent. Some of the windows are 
very fine and there are some striking 
bits of wood carving. 

Patan, the Old Capital. 

Patan was the old Newar enpital, 
where Buddhism was the accepled re- 
ligion of the country before the in- 
vasion of the Gurkhas, Although (be 
largest town in Nepal, it is a quiet, 
sleepy place, much of it falling into 
ruins, but still most pieturesque. It 
stands in the center of the benutiful 
valley, against a background of green 
mountains aud snowy peaks—a_net- 
work of narrow, twisting little streets 
packed full ef shrines, temples, and 
pagodas, many of them deserted and 
falling into ruins, but stil! with ex- 
quisite bits of carving and wonderful 
doorways of all shapes and sizes and 
wonderful designs. 

Many of Patan’s bulldiags are dee- 
orated with sheets of embossed copper 
gilt, and everywhere the shrines are 
guarded by pairs of fearsome animals 
of enormous size. Carved stone pll- 
lars are surmounted by animals, birds, 
or fish modeled in metal; bells of all 
sizes are everywhere, and huge lotus 
thrones in bronze hold bronze Thun- 
der-Bolts or Dorgis. 

The art of the Nepalese, or, properly 
speaking, the Newars, {s worthy ‘of 
special consideration. It was the Ne- 
wars who brought art to its highest 
state of perfection. and their influence 
has extended through these hills into 
Sikkim, Bhutan, and Tibet. Indian 
influence has penetrated from the 
south with the advance of Buddhtsm 
and has spread through the hills, along 
the Brahmaputra valtey, to Lhasa, the 
capital of Tibet. On the other hand, 
Chinese influence 18 also strong and 
there has been intercourse with that 
country for many centuries. ~ 

Beautiful Wood Carving. 

Nepalese wood carving is extraordl- 
narlly beautiful and ornate. Every 
serap of wood {s carved In some man- 
ner; the struts upholding the eaves of 
shrines represent satyrs and dragons, 
while windows and doors are exam- 
ples of the most elaborate and minute 


{ workmanship of every conceivable de- 


sign. The verandas and overhanging 
haleonies are highly ornamented and 
the work on some of the pillars is very 
bold and striking. 

In weaving, the natives are de 
ficient, the only cloth made be 
ing a coarse cotton of no artlatic value, 

The feudal system, which has pre- 
vaited among these hills for many 
years, {8 In a measure responsible for 
much of the artistic work of the na- 
tives, for it enables o man to put his 
whole energy into his work. He has 
no care about food or housing; it 1s 
to his master’s and bis own advantage 
to produce the most artistic work pos- 
sible. 

Nepal maintains a well-drilied and 
efficient army of about 32,000 infantry 
and 2,500 artillery, with about 100 
serviceable and 150 
guns. The Maharajah is not permit- 
ted to have any Intercourse with Eu- 
ropeans, and should the British resi- 
dent or any official have occasion to 
interview him {t is always In the pres 
ence of some Nepalese offictal.

Erckmano-Chatrian in the joint uname 
of two Freach writers whose collabora- 
tlom made their work that of, so ta 
apeak, one personality; the former 
writing chiefly and the latter editing 
and adapting for the stage. Emile 
Erckmanp was born on the 20th of 
May, 1822, at Phalsbourg; and Louis 
Gratian Alexandre Ctatriua, on the 
18th of December, 1826, at Soldatenthal, 
Lorraine. They began thetr work to- 
gether in 1847 and continued doing so 
until 1889. 

Among their first publications sre 
“Science et Gente,” “Schinderbsannes” 
and many shert stories. The series of 
movels to which Erckmann-Chatriap 
owe in great part their reputation iu- 
eludes “Le Fou Yegof,’ “Madame 
Therese,” “Histoire dun Conscrit de 
1813,” “I/Ami Frits,” “Histotre de 
Homme des Peuple,” and many othern. 

Their dramatié compositions and 
adaptations are “Géorgen le Chasseur 
des Ruines,” “L’Alaace en 1814,” 

Their stories, dealing with the real- 
ties of the times, nre distinguished by 
simplicity and a gennine descriptive 
power, particulazly in battie scenes and 
those of Alsatinn peasant iffe.

HOW TO KILL CHICKEN. 


One of the most satisfactory and 
humane ways to kill a bird is to hang 
it head downward and cut the main 
veins in the neck at the base of the 
skull, so that, quick bleeding is as- 
sured, say home economic specialists, 
United States Department of Agri- 
culture. As scoon as the veins are 
cut the brain should be pierced with 
a sharp, stiff, slender knife, to kill 
the bird and cause the feathers to 
loosen. If the proper areas in the 
brain are destroyed by the knife 
thrust, the feathers may be plucked 
easily and without tearing the ‘skin. 
The common way js to plunge the 
carcass into boiling water, but this 
destroys the natural appearance of 
the skin and increases the chances of 
decomposition.

posal by Henry Ford for acquiring 
the government nitrate plant at 
Muscle Shoals, Ala., if the offer is 
found to be substantal after a atudy 
of its terms. 

it is understood that the automo- 
bile manufacturer has offered 
$5,000,000 for the nitrate plant and 
to lease the waterpower for 100 
years at a price of %1,500,000 a year. 
This property was created ani -de- 
yeloped by the government during 
the war al a cost of $80,000,000. The 
plant now is idle. 

This is believed by persons iu the 
manufacturer's confidence to be part 
of the general program of develop- 
ment planned by Ford. In the last 
year Mr. Ford has acquired cons?d- 
erable timber standings in the upper 
peninsula and purchased the Detroit, 
Toledo & Ironton railway at a cost 
of several millions. 

Mr. Ford proposes, it was said, to 
operate the government plant to 
manufacture commercial fertilizer 
and as an auxtHary plant for the 
manufacture of explosives in case of 
any emergency. 

The proposal’ to the government 
was made following u complete sur- 
vey of the Muscle Shoals property by 
Ford engineers. It generally is be- 
lieved that if Ford procures the j 
property an unprecedented supply of 
high-grade fertilizer will be made/| 
available to farmers througnout the 
United States. The gigantic Ford 
marketing plan would greatly facili- 
tate the handling of the product.

The President's message deals chief-

President's Address. 

The text of President Harding's 
message to the senate In part was ax 
follows; 

“Mr. President and Gentlemen of the
